ALLEGED JUDICIAL BLUFF. 

An Uiilortunnte Who H.id Coininitted "No 
Ke.U Fraud •' Relieved of a Seven 
Years Sentence. 

Ottawa, Nov. 12, — George Algera, of 
Wliitby, who was sentenced to eeveu 
years for attempting to defraud an in- 
surance company, has been released 
after seventeen months. He was sen- 
tenced aijoiit the time that tho Mender- 
son murder took phiee, wlien great feel- 
ing was stirred nii in llio country against 
iii.Nurance caH.es of that kind. As there 
was no real fraud in Algers case and as 
justico has been done in the matter he 
has been liberateil. Tho sentence was 
given aa an example. 

TouoNTo, Nov. 12. — The Iwoning Star 
places the following senaational and ex- 
presaivo headint'S over the item an- 
nouncing the release, ou the recommend- 
ation of Sir Oliver Mowat, of Geo. Alger, 
sentenced at Whitby in March, ISOli, to 
eeven years in the penitentiary for at- 
teiijpting to defraud insurance com- 
p;inies: "Prison doors opened wide for 
ciinvict? — One more blot on closing year 
nf Sir Oliver's jioiilieal eareer — X]\H'.\- for 
Hie insuranco fraud served one-lilth of 



his sentence— Released after serving 
eighteen mouths out of seven years' 
term given him." 

THAT TKAOEDY IN INDIA. 

Court Martial to Investigate the Circum- 
stances of the Deadly Reconnals- 
aance— Terms of Submission. 

Simla, Nov. 12. — A fall repreaehtation 
of the Oralcza tribes met General Sir 
\Vm. Lockhart, the British commander 
to-day at Maidan Valley camp and heard 
tho terms which he insists upon for their 
submission, namely, tho restitution of 
all the rifles captured since the out' 
breaks, their diaarininent b}' another 
five hundred rifles, tho payment of a fine 
of oO.OOO rupee';, pnd the formal submis 
aion of the tr..jea to General I^oukhart 
within a fortnight. A portion of the 
Orakza envoys seemed to demur at these 
teriiia. 

Despatches received from the British 
camp in tho Maidan valley say that a 
man who has juateome in there brought 
some details of the killing of Lieut. Mc- 
Intyre and twelve men belonging to the 
Northamptonshire Begiment, ■who met 
death while endeavoring to save the 
wounded of the regiment daring the re- 
treat from the >Saran-Sar mountains. 
This survivor aays that when the lieu- 
tenant found himaelf isolated he dia- 
patcbed him for aid aa the amall party 
was hampered by the wounded and 
would not desert them. The rest ol tlie 
sad but gallant tale will never bo known, 
but, aa shown in the deapatchea of yes- 
terday, Lieutenant Mclutyro and 'his 
handful of men ea(;rilii;ed their lives for 
their wounded coinpanious, the posi- 
tions in which the IjodicH were found 
showing they died bravely lighting to 
the last. Tho enemy was afraid to rush 
upon the little band, the despatches say, 
but shot at them from points of vantage. 
Every man of the British detachment 
died from rifle bullet wounds. 

Si.MLA, Nov. 12. — The viceroy of India, 
Lord Elgin, has ordered a court martial 
to investigate the disastrous reconnais- 
Bnnce of a British force under General 
Weatmacott, which on last Wednesday 
reached the summit of Saran-.Sar moun- 
tain with little reaiatance and afterwards 
retreated with a loss of upwards of sixty 
killed and wounded.

DEADLY STOKJIS L\ SPAIN. 

Traflic Interruptec', Hnnian Lives Lost and 
Herds of Cattle Perished. 

Madrid, Nov. 12. — Further details re- 
ceived regardimr the ntorms in various 
parta of Spain, notably in the provincea 
of Saragossa, Valencia and Malaga, 
where railroad trafBc and telegraphic 
communication have been seriously in- 
terfered with, allow that fifteen corpses 
have already been recovered. In the 
neighborhood of Valencia enormous 
numbers Of cattle faave perished, and the 
villaees of Graoa and Nassaret have been 
completely innndatod. Many bouses in 
these places have collapsed. 

GALE,S OFF NEWFOUNDLAND. 

The Grand Banks Swept With Great Dam- 
ase to Several Craft. 

Gloiick.stkii, Mass., Nov. 12. — Dis- 
patches from Nova Scotia points indicate 
that terrific galea swept over the Grand 

Banks of Newfoundland last week. The 
schooner A. T. Gliirord, Capt. Clrovos, 
lias been towed into Lunenberg, N.S., 
in a badly disabled condition. The 
ecliooner Helen K. Wells ia at St. .Tohn's, 
Xlld., with deck house, sails, deck load 
and boats gone. 

St. .loii.s-'.s, Nov. 1:.'.— The (ilouceater 
banking aidiuoner Helen Wella was tow- 
I'd into port to-day stripped of her can- 
va.'j, rigging and spars. She turned 
almost bottom up during the gale ou 
Tuesday night and barely escaped 
foundering. Every man of the 18 
on board were injured. The ship's 
hold, the forcaatle and the cabin 
filled with water, every bit 
of the food and clothing was watersoaked 
.'ind tlie decks were swejit of dories, gear, 
calile.s and butts. Tho water in the 
tan 1;-- all rati out v.'hcii she keeled over 
and ilio lintter from the messtalihuuuck 
to the c.-iliti..'. The Helen Wells had an 
unprecedeii ii'd experience and ia in a 
woriie coiuliiiiTi tlian any otiier vessel 
that ever returned to thia port. 

TEANSVAAL RAILROADS. 

Fifteen Million Dollars to Be Borrowed for 
Their Construction. 

C.M'i; Tiiw x, Nov. 1'.^. — It ia announced 
that as a result ol I'resident Kruger'a 
recent speech suggesting to the volkaraad 
of the Transvaal that the time was ripe 
for making a loan for the construction of 
railways, a bill anthori/.ing a loan oi 
.$15,000,000 for that purpose is now 
awaiting the action of the volksraad.

First Propositions of Both Parties 
Formally Snbmitted and Taken 
Into Consideration. 



Wa.shi.vgton, Nov. 12. — Durinir to- 
day's Bebpng sea conference a series of 
propositions were presented by the Am- 
erican ropresentativBS covering tho num- 
ber aud habits of the seals and the ox- 
tent to whicli the seal herd had been re- 
duced during the five years in which tho 
Paris award has been in operation. In 
turn, the British-Canadian representa- 
tives presented counter propoaitions cov- 
ering their view of tbeaame subject. These 
propositions differed considerably, but 
were not bo wide apart as to lead to the 
belief that they could not be reconciled. 
It was felt to be desirable to hold no 
afternoon sesuion, in order that the two 
sets of propositions misht he compared. 
Later in the day the British-Canadians 
snbmitted some further amendments to 
the Araericin propositiona. It ia ex- 
|)ected that when the aeaaion ia resuoieu 
to-morrow the experts will bo able to 
reach a common understanding. 

The propositions do not embody any 
diplomatic features, but are solely scien- 
tific aa to tho number, habits aud des- 
truction of the seals. After the experts 
have reconciled their propoaitions, the 
diplomats will begin to consider the 
larger subjects of providing an adequate 
remedy against seal destruction. It ia 
not expected, however, that thia stage 
will be reached before next week, and 
the first plan of concluding the meetini: 
this week has been given up. 

It is stated on good authority that the 
Canadians will ask a counter concession 
from the United States in the way of a 
guarantee for the protection of tho north- 
ern tisheriea in return for any alteration 
of the sealing regulations to which 
they may give their constat. 
They take tho position tliat tlie 
(iah along the Canadian and Newfouud- 
and coaata are as much the property of 
Canada aa are the seals on tho PribylofT 
islands the property of the United 
States, and contend that they have aa 
much right to make demands for the 
protection of the fiab against Aineticnn 
lisliermen as the American government 
have to ask the Oanudiana to agree to 
further restrictions in the matter oi kill- 
ing the eealB. The specific complaint ia, 
that while Canadian laws prohibit fi,sb-' 
ng except within cartain seasons the 
.Vmerican lawa do not impose cor- 
responding conditions, and that while 
the taking of flsb can be proliibited 
during the closed seasons within their 
territory, it cannot be controlled onf.-<ide 
these boundarie.-i. ^f.iny of thef>' tie-'h 
which properly belong within Can .dian 
waters are thus picke<l up out oi season 
by American lishermen. 



TALKING RECIPliOClTi'. 

The President and Cabinet InformaHy Meet 
the Canadian Ministers. 

Wasiii.n'gton, Nov. 12. — Definite ar- 

rangemeuta have been matin for taking 
up the subject of a reciproi;ity treaty be- 
tween the United States and Ciinad.n, 
and to thin end meetings have been 
fixed liotween Hon. .lohii .\. Kasson, 
who is especially delegated by President 
McKinley to conducr, the reciiirocity ne- 
gotiations, and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the 
Canadian premier, and Sir Louis Daviee,. 
minister of marine. This is the result 
of the long and friendly conference held 
yesterday between Secretary Sherman 
and Sir Wilfrid. Tho meeting will be 
li'dd during the present visit of the Can- 
adian otlicials, but no exact time for it 
has yet been fixed. It ia not expected 
that a reciprocity treaty can be matured 
during tho present treaty of tho Can- 
adian ofliiMals, the de.sire being to arrive 
at, Boiue common underntainliiig at thia 
time and then perfect details later. 

The dinner at tho White Hmieo last 
night assisted toward a friendly settle- 
ment of pending questions. At its con- 
clusion the guests accompanied the Pres- 
ident and his cabinet advisers to the 
blue room, where a wholly informal ex- 
change of views occurred. The general 
sentiment prevailed that tho present 
time was opportune for more cordial in- 
tercourse between the United States and 
Canada.

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A DISCREET BARONET. 

He Politely Apologlnes Rather Than Cross 
Swords With an Irate Forelfin Duke. 

Pauis, Nov. U. — Sir liobert Peel prcni- 
iaed to fight a duel to-morrow with Due 
de GireUa m a tmvt\% ot a dispute at 
Monte Oarlo, and awords had been de- 
cided upon ae the weapons. The nfl'iiir, 
however, is now off. The quarrel was 
the outcome of an argument over the jus- 
tification for the imprisonment of Capt. 
Dreyfus for selling military secrets to a 
foreign governinent. Ttie duko consid- 
ered himself insulted by certain leltijrs 
from Sir Robert Peel, luid having come 
especially from C-it'inivii Koiit his secoiul, 
tlie faniour! Kioiicli iimi'.tL'Ur swordsman, 
M. Tliome Guex, to ciUl upon Peel. 

M.Thome Guex recently had a duel 
with swords with an Italian amateur, 
Sig. Casella, which arose out of a dispute 
as to the starched sliirt wiiich the Count 
of Turin wore durinp his recent duel 
witli Prince Henri of Orleans. 

The rei)reaoutatives of Sir Robert Peel 
met the liuko's seconds this evening at 
the Cercle Artie(iue et Literacy, a well- 
known club in the Rue Volney, and ex- 
plained that Sir Robert had since learned 
that remarks he had attributed to the 
duke bad namr been used, aad that he 
therefore regrettied hia letters, which 
were based upon misstatoments, and 
tendered a full apology. The duke's 
seconds thereupon declared the matter 
ended. 

Sir Kobeit Peel is a grandson of the 
famous prinje minister of lOngland, wlio 
died in 1850. lie is 30 years of age, and 
has already made himself talked of on 
two continents by liis fast life. He has 
twice visited the United States. Upon 
the lirat occasion a " con." man named 
McDermott bunkoed iiim out of a large 
sum of money, and during tlie second 
visit he renewed an acciuauitance formed 
with Miss Kittie Sanford, of Bridgeport, 
Conn., granddaughter of Henry Sanford, 
president of the Adams Express Com- 
pany. They had arranged to be married, 
but when Mr. Sanford heard of it he 
broke off the match, denouncing young 
Peel in very strong terms. Peel is re- 
ported to have an income ot over $116,000 
per annum. 



DEFEAT FOR ENGINEERS. 

The Long StruRgle With the Employers 
Lilcely to End Soon With Nothing 
But Loss. 

London, Xov. 12. — It is expected that 
when tho conference is held between the 
Employers Federation and the Amal 
gamated Society of Engineers it will 
be found that the combatants are dis 
poaed to end the dispute. The terms 
under which the conference w ill bo lield 
amount to a defeat of tho ingineers. 
They are to withdraw their strike notices 
prior to the diecussion, while the lockout 
notices given by tlie employers \v. II not 
be withdrawn. It is probable that work 
will be resumed on November 

The employers are expected to give 
their consent to a reduction of working 
hours if there is a corresponding re- 
duction in wages. The union leaders 
may accept thede conditions in order to 
be able to say that they secured some- 
thing in return for the immense ex- 
penditure o/ funds by the engineers' 
society, but the rank and lile will proba- 
bly prefer to return to work on the old 
terms rather than to accept any reduc- 
tion in pay. An indication of the weak- 
ness to wliich the Amalgamated Society 
has been reduced is that it has applied 
for admission into the federated trades. 



Centre Toronto. 
Toronto, Nov. 12. — The World is 
strongly urging that Centre Toronto be 
not allowed by the Conservatives to go 
by default. T. G. Blackstock, of Kobs- 
lapd mining fame, is being boomed as a

Yukon service: "Wo are putting on a 
fleet of steamers of our own from Van- 
couver, running to Dyoa and Wrangel, 
to accommodate those going over the 
passes or going over tho lower route or 
Stickeen river.

ORPHAN HOY SUIT FAILS. 

Manager Haskins Acted Legally in Selling; 
the Property to Secure His 
Own Claim. 

Vascouvku, Nov. 12. — (Special) — J. 
W. Ilaskins, charged with a conaj)iracy 
to defraud the shareholder.'! of the Or- 
phan Boy Mining Company, was con- 
tinned all to-day at the Assize court. 
Before the final addresses of counsel, Mr. 
Justice Drake stated that the prosecu- 
tion had made out no case. If foolish 
people would buy iloMar stuck at live 
cents, they would liave only tlieniselves 
to blame if disaster followed. According 
to law there was no evidence that Has- 
kins conspired to defraud the creditors. 
His action in issuing the writ and selling 
the property was legal. 

The other directors were aware that 
the manacer and secretary had voted 
theniselvea, while direclora' salaries to 
the amount of .^'ioOa month, when tliere 
was liut.'iilT in the treasury and but :f2,- 
000 in etock, was sold altogether, and 
still uo action was taken, although these 
other (.lirectors were notilied. The com- 
pany wae never solvent from the start, 
and it was evidently IJaakins' plan in 
issuing the writ and forcing the sale to 
try and get all he could when the liope 
of carrying on operations at the mine 
was gone. The evidence did not show, 
however, that he had unlawfully taken 
legal proceedings in getting judgment 
against the company.

prodnction of gold and silver, and are 
only mentioned in this connection for 
the purpose of refreshing the memory of 
readers. On tho Coast and the ifilanda 
are many valnablo deposita of copper, 
Rold and silvor, soma o[ wliioh, notably 
those ou Texada Island and at Alborui, 
on Vancouver Island, have already been 
proved to be of great commercial value. 
Hundreds of prospectB lying outside of 
the above described belt await develop- 
ment by men who have a little capital 
to invcjit in such work. 

All this great region being in Canada, 
it follows that every British subject has 
an etjual right to share in the develop 
ment of its wealth. It follows also that 
the proper basis from which to work is 
some point in British Uolumbln. Per - 
sons who contemplate InveBting in the 
Kootenay country, that is in tho eouth- 
wost one-third ol the belt, will naturally 
make one or the other ol the cities of 
that section their headquarters. They 
will, however, find it to their advantage 
to iiiako conimercia' : onneotions with 
tho wholeealu hoiieei! ol Victorhi. Tlioao 
wlio conteniplato operating in Cariboo, 
Ominei;a and Cassiar will find Victoria 
the beat point at which to obtain sup- 
plies, and the same is true of those who 
may contemplate goinp into the Yukon. 
At Victoria can be found merchants of 
extensive experience in this line of buei- 
ness. Engaged in trade here are Bomo 
of tho pioneers of the gold camps of 
Cariboo, Cassiar and Oinineca. These 
men know what miners want; they 
know how to prepare goods for packing; 
they can advise miners as to what they 
ought to take and what they can do 
without. Of no other city on the con- 
tinent can this be said with as much 
truth !ia of Victoria.

of tlic principal points in regard to the 
gold fields of British Columbia and the 
Yukon, we present the following. The 
summary is not exhaustive, but it will 
doubtless serve tho purpose lor which it 
is intended. What our correspondents 
and callers have asked for is a general 
review of the whole situation with spe- 
cial reference to Victoria. 'I hey eay 
that when they are writing to friends 
they are often at a loss to know just what 
to tell them. We hope they will find in 
this article the necessary information. 
We have endeavored t6 be accurate in 
every respect, and if there are any 
errors in regard to distances, etc., 
they will bo found to be immaterial. 

Concerning tho richnesB and extent of 
the gold deposits of British Columbia 
and the Y'ukon there is no room for 
doubt. The latter are in what is usually 
referred to aa the Klondyke. But the 
Klondyke is only a very small area in 
comparifiOD witli the whole. If yon take 
a map of North America and find where 
the 141st meridian forms the boundary 
betwf^en Alaaka and Canada, you will 
see tr.at about midway between the Pa- 
cific and Arctic oceans the great river 
Yukon crosses the boundar}- line on its 
way to Behring sea. A little to the eaat 
of the boundary — that ia, in Canada — a 
comparatively .imall river joins the main 
river. It is not likely to be shown upon 
any of tho maps, but it is some twenty 
or thirty miles from the boundary. This 
is what is called the Klondyke, and 
tipon the tributaries of the stream, the 
El Dorado and tho Bonanza, are the 
creat placer mines which have attra.;ted 
the attention of the world. 

V\'illiam O^ilvio, tho Dominion iiind 
gurveyur, who is the greatest authority 
on all subjects relating to this part of 
the world, says that he is satisfied that 
in these streatnB alone there is sufliciont 
gold to warrant an estimate of their out- 
put at from ^().'),000,0f)0 to $75,000,000. 
The gold-bearint; re^'ion e.\-'cnda far u]) 
the Yukon ami it.- branches. Indeed 
the E:ui)e yenlleman ia authority lor tho 
Htateinont that there is in Canada alone 
a kuo wn auriferous area of between 100,- 
000 and 100,GQO square miles, with much 
country lying outside of it that will un- 
doubtedly prove worth working. This 
estimate takes no account of tlui gold- 
b^jaring region of British Columbia. 

Eeferring again to tho map, if you 
take the ])oint where the Yukon croBses 
tlie meridian as a starling place and 
draw a line thenco Boutheaat until it 
reaches the point where the eastern 
boundary of British Columbia touches 
the 49th parallel, that ia tho boundary 
between the United States and Canada, 
you will have a lino something like 1,200 
miles long. It you lay oil' on each side 
of thia lino a belt of country having a 
width of 300 miles, that is 150 miles ou 
each side of the line, you will have what 
may be called tho great gold-bearing 
belt of the Northwest. Near the south- 
east corner ia Rosaland; near tho north- 
west ia the Klondyke ; midway are Cari- 
bo), Cassiar and Ominoca. This belt 
does not include all of tiio auriferous 
area of the Canadian Northwest, but in 
a general way may be called the aurifer- 
008 belt. Its area ia 300,000 square 
miles. Lying outoide of it axegold-boar- 
ing areas. In addition to the deposits of 
gold, either in jilacera or in quartz, there 
are very many and very rich dejiosits of 
silver. The name of .Slocan is associated 
with silver more prominently iu the piil)- 
lic mind than any other single locality ; 
but the Slocan is not by any means the 
only argon tiferoua diatrlot. The naimca of 



mining region being ia Canada, gooda 
purchased in Canada, and Victoria is in 
Canada, are not subject to duty, while 
goods purchased out of Canada are 
iject to a duty averaging nboutUO pt>r 
cent., which is rigorously exacted. 

It is important to bear this in mind, 
because there has been considerable mia- 
apprchension on this very point. The 
claim has been persistently made by un- 
scrupulous persons-in the United States 
that no duties ire exacted on goods 
taken into the Yukon, and therefore 
that nothing is gained by buying gooda 
in Canada. Color was given to this 
claim, by the omission of the Canadian 
government to exact customs duties on 
the Yukon, the truth being that so little 
stuff was taken into the country that 
there was no object in keeping officers 
on the ground to collect duties. When 
the Klondyke rush began, thousands of 
miners from the United States set out 
for the minea with gooda purchneed in 
the United States, and no otliccra being 
despatched to intercept them tho lirst 
lot got through without paying duty. 
Officers were subsequently put on and 
the duties have been collected. Owing, 
however, to the great inconvenience 
which would be caused iiarties who went 
north in good faith, lielioving that tlie 
customs barrier would remain down, a 
temporary exemption of one hundred 
pounds in weight of miners' supplies was 
allowed for the year 1897. This 
emption has been persistently misrepre- 
sented aa $100 worth, 1,000 pounds, and 
in fact aa anything which suited the 
convenience of conscienceleea or ignorant 
])eople for the time being. This 
eiiiplion will not continue after the end 
of the present year, so that hereafter all 
gooda not purchased in Canada and 
destined for the Canadian Yukon, will 
be subject to the same duties as goods 
imported into otiier parts ol Canada, 
which duty averages about 30 per cent. 

In the matter of routes to the Yukon 
g'ild (il Ids, the intending miner has a 
choice of several. 

first, by way of tho mouth of the 
Yukon. To go by thia route, tho miner 
must take an ocean steamer to Bt 
Michael's, in Behring eoa. Thia point 
cannot be reached before the latter end 
of June and sometimes not before July. 
Thence lie will take a river stoainer, and 
the loni;th of time occiijiied in tne jour- 
ney up the river cannot bo stated with 
accuracy. As the distance to Dawson 
City, at the mouth of the Klondyke, is 
1,.S00 miles, it will be seen that the jour- 
ney is a long one. It is likely to bo 
iniido still longer by tho grounding of the 
Htcamers. Undar any oircumstaiuies 
thia route cannot bo said to be available 
for a greater ])oriod than two months 
annually for certain, with a chance in 
exceptional years of some few weeks ad- 
ditional navigation. 

Tho Dalton trail. This ia one of the 
trails starting from Lynn Canal, which is 
the northernmost prolongation of the 
channel lying between the Alaskan 
archipelago and tho continent. The 
shortest distance by this route to the 
Yukon is about 800 mlleB. It is a gf^"-' 
route in summer for taking in cattle, 
there being much grass on tho way. It 
is also available for pack trains, hut is 
rather too long tO be mooh used for this 
inirpoae. 

Tho Dyoa Trail. This is a short route 
to tho headwaters of tho Lewis branch of 
tho Yukon. Ifc startafrom Lynn canal. 
A rope tramway is being built over the 
worst part of it. The distance Ib about 
tbirty-Blx miles to the lakes, and from 



there the route is down tho river in 
boats. 

The Skagway Trail. The distance is 
not much more than via the Dyea trail, 
and the route leads to the lakes at the 
head of tho Lawis river. It ia expected 
that railway communication of some 
kind will be established over this trail, 
in which event it will be a popular route. 
This also begins on Lynn Oaual. 

These trails begin in what is for the 
present recognized as United States ter- 
ritory, although after the summit baa 
been reached the trails are in Canada. 
Canadian goods have to be bonded in or- 
der to bo taken over them. 

The Stickeon-Tealin route is up tho 
Stickeen river to Toiegraph creek, and 
thence overland to Tealin lake. The dis- 
tance up the river is about 160 miles and 
from the river to the lake by the trail 
!!0w in use about aa much more. It ia 
believed that the land route will be con 
siderably shortened. The Stickeen ii 
navigable by atfiuneiD lu Telegraijh 
Cn'ok, and steamers ply regularly there- 
on iu summer. A winter road will in 
al) probability be kept open up the 
Stickeen thia winter and across to the 
lake. In the spring a good trail 
will bo made, which will be im- 
proved go aa tu make n \v;i;^')ii rond. 
From Teslin lake, the minur will descend 
tu tho Lewis river by way of tho lluola- 
liiKjua river, a lino navigable stream. 
A steamer will be built on the lake this 
winter. Next season one or more steam- 
ers will doubtless be sent up tho Yukon 
to the lake. Tho advantage of this loute 
IB that it ia an all-Canadian cue. By 
transferring gooda from tho ocean going 
steamers to river steamers at Fort Simp- 
son in British Columbia there will be no 
interruption from the United States cus- 
toms house officers, for the reason that 
tbc free navigation of the Stickeen is se- 
cured by treaty to British subjects. 

Peraona desiring to go into the Yukon 
by any of the above routes will find ample 
facilities for so doing at Victoria, where 
nearly all north bound steamers call, 
and from which city several lines of 
Canadian steamers will run. All tho 
transcontinental linea make direct con- 
nection with Victoria. All ocean steam- 
ers entering the .Straita of .laau de Fuca 
from Australia, China, Jap.iii, tho Ha- 
waiian 1 elands, San Francisco and other 
points down the Coast call at Victoria, 
which is thus a central point for all 
travel and the most convenient point of 
denarture for the Golden North.

MORE FALSEHOOD 

FROM SEATTLE. 

The I'oat-Intolligencer denies that the 
S'Lickeon-Teslin route to tho Yukon is 
all-Canadian, and aays that it paesea 
through United States territory. This 
is one of those cases whore the truth can 
be made to lie. It is probably true that, 
under any interpretation of the treaty of 
1825, the mouth of the Stickeen will be 
found to be in the United States ; but it iu 
also true that (irst by tho treaty of 1.S25, 
and afterwards by tho treaty of \Vash- 
ington, British subjects have the right of 
free navigation of tho Stickeen river. A 
steamer can load at Fort Simpson, steam 
up the Coast and go up the Stickeen 
without saying by your leave to anyone. 

Will our contemporary try and get this 
piece of information into ita liead, so 
that hereafter it will bo able io tell the 
truth when dealing with t.ho facts of 
geography and international agreement? 

Here ia another little point which our 
vituperative contemporary seems to 
have wholly forgotten. The people of 
tho United States claim, and we think 
with good cause, that they ov>n very 
valuable gold minea in Alaska. Now, 
except for a short time in the summer, 
tho best known route to these Alaskan 
minea is through Canadian territory. 
In the course of time a route may lie 
found wholly in Alaska, which will bo 
available at all EoasonH in the year ; hut 
no such route is available now. .Mean- 
while it ill imuiun.'iely to the intere;:t ol 
I'liited Stnteu citi/.'.'us that no ohiilaclofj 
shall be jiut in the way of their freely 
carrying gooda acroea Canadian territory 
into Alaska. Tho great hurrah which 
the Post-Intelligencer made the other 
day over a raihv.ty from Chilcat,is about 
aline flvo-siNths or moro of whii'h will 
bo over Caiiudiau territory. Fvery 
pounil of goods that croaseu the Dyea 
trail, or tho Skagway trail, or goes up 
the Stickeen, en route for points in Alaska, 
mustpassover from f o ar h undred to seven 
hundred milea of Canadian territory. 
Canadians have not the least objection to 
goods going by that routo, but wo can 
ftssure the I'oat-Intolligonccr that if by 
any possibility it could succeed in olj- 
Btructin.; the free ijaaaago of Canadian 
goods into Canadian territory, thero 
would at once be put in force an order 
that would close the Canadian route to 
Alaska. There ia no likelihood of any 
such thing occurring, for tho govern- 
ment of tho United States has some sense 
if our contemporary has not. 

O.s the priucijile that one should not 
look tt gift horse in the mouth, wo sup- 
pose it ia ungeneroua to inquire into the 
rPEEotifi that have prompted our United 
States noighbura to court cloet^r relations 
with Canada.

The Proviucial Department lleiiioves 
From Its Dingry Abode to Com- 
modious New Premises. 



Accoiuiiimliitiou Now Up to Date aud 
Impurtaut KecoitLs No Loiiffer 
iu Jeopardy. 



The staff of the Lands and Works de- 
partment are just now settling their 
nerves after the throes of moving. The 
little Swiss chalet in the government 
grounds which for many years lias done 
duty as the headquarters of the Public 
Works department of the province will 
know its lifelong tenants no more, and 
the magnificDut new buildings now shel- 
ter the oflicials, records aud documents 
of the department. Tiie removal iias 
been no inconsiderable task, and a glance 
at the many racks filled with plans and 
surveys, and the ranges of folios contain- 
ing records of all kinds makes the spec- 
tator wonder how the old <]uarter8 wore 
at nil made to accommodate this liranch 
of the public service. 

The depaiLment for the future occupy 
what may be called the ground lloor of 
the main block of IniiUlings to which 
access is had from the front terrace by 
moans of doors on either side of the 
main entrance. The paesago ways from 
these doors lead Into the main public 
oflice of the department which occupies 
the full width of this portion of the 
building, and which it is needless to 
say, is all that a modern public oflice 
should be, A large rectangular space 
for the use of the oflicials is eucloseii by 
a handsome counter in solid oak fitted 
at convenient points with the necessary 
desks for the use of the clerks connected 
with the various branches. 

The connters forming the sides of this 
enclosure are so placed t\>',\t the side 
passage v,-ays or corridors leading from 
the entrances to the corridor in the roar 
suiler no obstruction, and the views 
when the doors are opened from one end 
to the other is uninterrupted. Im- 
mediately in rear of the public oflice are 
located the cavernous vaults — for vaults 
that measure about 40x60 can hardlv 
be describod by any othor worcf. 
The lower vault or the one in 
the basement gives a visitor a 
vivid idea of the massive nature of the 
(wnotructiou of this imposing pile of 
building, for the pillars supporting the 
roof of the vault are only a few of that 
great number of immense blocks of gran- 
ite which forma a feature of the founda- 
tions. The upper or ground floor vault, 
has already been fltted up with the 
rcijuiBiteaccommodation for the archives 
of the service and on long shelves on one 
side will be found records covering all 
the years since organized government 
was flrst established in British Colum- 
bia, wtiile on the othor are an infinity of 
racks containing plans of surveys and 
maps aud aketchea of every kind. To an 
antiiiuarian the vast accumulation of 
authentic documents wiiich go to make 
up the lumber room of a lands and works 
oflice ought to aflbrd plenty of scope for 
indnlirence in his fail.

New Yoek, JNov. 12.— R. G. Dun 

Co.'s review of Irnde for the week will 
R!iy: "Colder and stormy weather, so 
long needed to accelerate distribution ot 
winter goods, has materially helped in 
some quartera, and the resulting im- 
provement in retail trade ia mentioned 
in nearly every despatch this week so 
that orders to fill stocks have been 
encouraging, and in some branches the 
multitude of demands for immediate de- 
livery show that the dietributioii to con- 
sumers has already gone much beyond 
the expectniioDB of dealers. But thia is 
not yet the general rule, and with many 
oouiplaints of delayed trade from other 
(juarterB there etiil remnine extensive 
ulirinkacce caused by fever and ijuaran- 
tine at the South. 

The output of iron furnacoB on Novem- 
ber 1 wag 213,15!) tons weekly, asrainet 
200,129 on October 1, a gain of 0.5 per 
f.pnt. ; and unsold stocks decreased -is,- 
890 tons, indicating a larger consumption 
than ever before, even when the output 
of pig iron was pushed, by swiftly ad- 
vancini; prices, to the bigbest point, 
217,683 tonson November 1, 1895. Prices 
of iron products rose that year 55.3 i)er 
cent., bat are now not 4 per cent, higlier 
than in June. The enormous output 
Willi some more furnaces started iu 
November, caused but a sliuhl decline in 
Bessemer pig at Pittaburg with no de- 
cline in otiier pig there, at the Kast or 
Chicago, anil no fall in ])rices of finished 
j)roduetH, exce()t a shade in angles. 

The boot and eIioo manufacture also 
eiirpasscfj all records for November lieinu 
28 per cent, larger than in 18112, and the 
total for the year not one per cent, be- 
low the greatest ever known. While 
new orders lor spring are few, the works 
are kept well employed in meeting past 
orders for winter. The advance in prices 
is paid on many while others are credit- 
ed against sbippiDgJorders, leaving the 
manufacturers in stronger position. 
Woolen mills generally have orders for 
three months ahead and are not seeking 
further engagements. 

Bank clearings at eighty-seven citiea 
for the week ending November 11, as 
telegraphed to Bradstreet's, show total 
clearings .'f 1 ,3 !7,l>-")l),00(), an increase of 
13.3 per cent as compareil with the cor- 
responding week last year. Outside of 
New York City the clearances were 
:f5-15,G08,57i, an increase of M per cent. 
The clearances for the Dominion of Can- 
ala were: Montreal *ir),u09,01ii, in- 
crease 11 9 per cent ; Toronto !f0,101,ll)2' 
increase,/. 8 per cent ; Winnipeg .1.3,578,- 
3Sl, increase 64.6 per cent; Halifax 
489,410, increase 19.3 per cent; Hamil- 
ton $775,147, increase 14.3 per cent; 
&t. Jobn, $639,244, iocreasel4.8 percent. 

Bradstreet's review of Canadian trade 
to-morrow will say : ]\Iild weather tends 
t) retard general trade in some lines in 
the province of Ontario, but greatly 
facilitates fall farm work. Montreal job- 
bers report a seasonable activity and the 
Nova Scotia coal trade has been active 
fur two months. 

There were 33 business failures report- 
ed throughout the Canadian Dominion 
this week compared with 34 last week; 
44 in the week one year ago and 45 two 
years ago.

How It Was B«se|Ted and Evaded hj tha 
English Fnlillc. 

This famous "gin law," passed in 
ITHIi, is interesting as the earliest se- 
vere blow at liquor dotliiig among civ- 
ilized nations. It levied a tax of 'JOs. a 
gallon on spirits, and a license of £50 
for any one selling or dealing in them. 
And, being in advance of ptiblio opin- 
ion, it failed, much as other more 
stringent prohibition laws have failed 
in our own day. For tho cry was at 
once raised that it taxed tho poor man's 
gin aud let the rich man's 'wine go 
free. Every wit, every caricaturist, had 
bis fliiig at it. Ballads were hawked 
around telling of the approaching 
death of Mother Gin. The liquor shops 
were hung with black and celebrated 
uproariously Mme. (iciiova's lying iu 
state, her funeral, her wake and so on. 
Tlie night before tho law went into 
('fleet, so tho contemporary journals 
say, thoru was a universal revel all 
over the country. Every ono draii!: bis 
fill and carried homo aa much gin be- 
sides us he could pay for. 

To evade tho law apothecaries sold 
it in vials ami small jiackages, some- 
linies ctdored and disguised, generally 
under false labels, such as "Colic 
Water," "Make Shift," "Ladies' De- 
light." There wero printed directions' 
on some of these piackages — e. g., "Take 
two or three sjidontuls three or four 
times a day, nr as nfteii as the lit takes 
you." Informer)' were very prominent 
and exceedingly olTensive. invcniing 
snares to catch law breakers for tho sako 
ot tho heavy rewards, and spying ancL 
fineakiiig around in a way particularly 
Tlislasleful to the I'lnglish mind. Iu con- 

i]iii nee they sulVereil in their turn. 
Tho mere cry, "Liquor spy!" was 
enough to raise a mob iu tho London 
fitreets, aud the informer was lucky if 
he escaiicd with a sound thrashing and 
a duclnn;' in Die Tlianii's or the nearest 
tiorsM pond. Iiideeil, such an outcry was 
made about tho matter that the minis- 
try became very unpopular, and the 
lav.- was not enforced after two or three 
years, ami was largely modified in 1743, 
alter seven years' trial. — Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly.

The directors of tho Waverley aro al- 
ready hoping that they will bo in a posi- 
tion to jiay u Bubstaiitial each dividend 
to their shareholder in the coming 
spring.
